Secondly, That the faid Trade oughe to 
be free to all her Majefty’s SubjeGts in 
a regulated Company, under fuch 
Provifions as fhal preferve the Trade 
by maintaining {uch Forts and Caftles, 
asate needful, Gc. or to that Purpofe. 

JNow, fays he, this determines for the 

Company’s Propotéls. for it itimpoffible,
